Ideas take years to work 
out, While these idees grow and 
take hold in men’s minds, we 
have to keep the peace of the 
world in strong hands.” 





Ottawa,’ Sept. 18 — (CP) — 
Herbert Morrison, United King- 
dom foreign secretary, suggested 
today that in time the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization 
might develop into community of 
common citizenship without bar- 
riers on trade or travel. 

“I am sure that we should look
